Take for oxarmplo hor policy in Pelostinc,. lussia 
had a chanco to support tho Aras when their caso was brought 
boforce tho United Nations, had she wanted to, Sho woulc then 
havo gained tho frioncship of 50 million inhabitants of one of 
tho most irmortant regions in tho worlc,. Dut by supporing the 
Arabs at tho United Nations she would have to supvort then if
